Decision Is Absurd. 

‘This is true enough, so far as a literal con-

wrong with the alleged record of the horse 
before starting him in anything slower than 
a 2:16 class, it was absurd to say he should 
stand all the punishment. It would have 
been fully as just and equitable to have said 
that John Steiner, who has charge of the 
Trotting Register, must pay back the $1,000 
because he told Nuckols. the horse’s record 
was 2:19%. Mr. Steiner is paid a salary to 
keep posted on such matters, while Nuckols 
is not. The offictals of the Birmingham 
track, where the suppression of time oc- 
curred, were appealed to by Nuckols, and , 
they said the correct record of the horse 
was 2:10%. Secretary Gocher of the Na- 
tional Trotting association, who prosecuted 
the case against Nuckols, would have made 
the same answer had he been appealed to, as 
his books showed 2:19%. Nobody thinks’of 
fining Steiner or Gocher, well paid officials 
who are supposed to look out for such mat- 
ters, because they, in common with every 
one else, were fooled. ; 

It was plainly a-case where the board would 
have commended itself to everybody by 
making precedent instead of blindly fol- 
lowing the rules and thereby doing a grave 
injury to an innocent man. The National 
Trotting association has in its treasury tens 
of thousands of dollars contributed by horse 
owners and drivers. It is, in fact, a well-to- 
do corporation that pays a fancy salary to an 
unpopular secretary. To have taken a thou- 
sand dollars from the celebrated sinking 
fund alluded to in the annual reports and

Conroy? 

It looks as if the American Derby, which is 
to be run three weeks from next Saturday at 
the Washington Park track, is to be a contest 
of J..R. and F. P. Keene against the rest. 
Yesterday's victory of Conroy in the Brook- 
lyn Handicap was the climax of the brilliant 
successes that have attended the colors of the 
Keene 3-year-olde the present season. 

Beginning with Outlander, who defeated 
aged horses in commanding style & few weeks 
ago, following up. with the triumph of Com- 
mar.do in the Belmont Stakes on Thursday, 
‘and winding up with the victory. of Conroy 
in the great handicap, the Keenes have had 
a steady succession of triumphs for this 
graduating division of youngsters of their 
stable. It-is doubtless the best trio of 3-year- 
olds ever owned in one stable in the United 
States. Think what an array of talent the 
Keenes would have had had not Tommy 
Atkins died, and this {s leaving out of con- 
sideration Cap and Bells and other 3-year- 
‘olds’ that the Keenes may have on the other 
‘side! . 

The last fortnight has been full of dazzling 

events for the followers of the candidates for 


big Wasliington Park race. Attention 


was first called to the showing Of Robert 
Waddell, a Derby candidate that is now rac- 
ing at Worth. The Bradley youngster showed 
himself to be fully ten pounds better than 
any aged horse racing in the vicinity of Chi- 
cago, and this, naturally, was considered 
merttorious enough to make him worthy of 
serious considerattion for the Derby, espe- 
clalty as Waddell was here on the ground and 
practically sure of being a starter. As a 
consequence money on the Bradley gelding 
began to pour into the winter books on the 
Derby. ‘The money was not idly wagered, 
either, for at the time, compared with ad- 
vance work of Derby candidates'in previous 
years, Robert Waddell's races made him a 
colt of real class. But hardly had this con- 
viction settled upon the racing followers be- 
fore The Parader loomed up in the East. In 
winning the Withers Stakes thie colt de- 
feated Bonnibert, Bellario, All Green, and 
others in such a commanding way that he 
was at once picked as the colt of the year. 
He had shown gradual improvement in his 
2-year-old form, racing best at the conclu- 
sion of the season, and as the colts he now 
defeated were known to be of a much better 
than average class it was believed there 
would.be no need of looking farther for the 
champion 38-year-old, all the more as The 
Parader in his general appearance and style 
looked like a great racehorse. 


But these opinions required revision. Com- 
mando had not been forgotten when The 
Parader. did -so well, but the racing enthusiast 
learned so long ago that form shown.!n races 
was worth vastly more than reputed trials 
and victories of a previous season, that they 
selected The Parader on what they had seen 
him .do, rather than. believe in Commando 
because -of the latter's brilliant successes as 
a 2-year-old, and the report of satisfactory 
work in his private trials.. They remembered, 
too, what Domino had been in his 2-year-old 
career and what he was not in his 83-year-old 
career. Dontino was a greater 2-year-old 
than Commando. But it so survives that 
Commando has not inherited this inability 
of his sire to go on and improve with age. 
In the Belmont Stakes. Thursday Commando 
met The Parader at even weights and beat 
him almost decisively. It was a better race 
than Domino ever ran after 2 years of ago. 
It. beat the Morris Park track record. It 
was the colt’s first start, leaving an almost 
eertain inference that he was not yet at his 
best. -Thus there was another surprise in 
store for the. students of the.Derby. Com- 
mando was given: first place in their calcu- 
lations, but The Parader was not despised. | 

Yesterday brought the final sensation, when 
Conroy, Commando’s stable companion, and, 
like him and Outlander, eligible for the 
American’ Derby; beat all 8-year-old records 
by winning’ the, Brooklyn Handicap. Per- 
haps the performance is not so important 
as might appear at frat thought; it was not 
the best field in‘the world for so important 
a race; the track and conditions were un- 
favorable fort many. horses.

can do. While Beau Gallant was late in 
coming to form last year, it does not follow 
he will be so this season. Being in the best 
of condition last fall it may heve been pos- 
sible to have kept him in fair condition for 


good early this year, 


What Garry Hermann has done is general- 
ly known by racing followers. No one has 
ever questioned his superiority over other 
Western 2-year-olds last year. He met them 
all and defeated them cleanly. In his short 
campaign in the East he did just enough 
to leave the public in doubt as to the limit 
of his capabilities. He made his first ap- 
pearance on Eastern tracks after a month's 
rest and wae beaten by séveral Eastern 
colts. But®n the same races he lost to West- 
ern colts whose superior he had proved 
himself to be. Later on he defeated these 
same colts—Eastern and Western—but he 
never accomplished anything decisive 
enough to indicate that he was the equal of 
Commando. Yet Trainer James Rowe, who 
saw him race, sald at the end of the sea-. 
son's racing, when. discussing his own star, 
Commando: “If there is any colt of his age 
in the country which can give him a race 
I am inclined to believe it is that Western 
colt Garry Hermann.”’ 


Garry Hermann went Into winter quarters 
at Loutsville, and by December reports be- 
gan to appear of his wonderful development, 
and he was pronounced by many to be the 
handsomest colt of his age ever seen, while 
he was said to be perfectly sound. He was 
expected to win the Kentucky Derby, and was 
an even money favorite for this race In the 
winter book two weeks before the event was 
run. Them he did not go to the post and thou- 
sands of dollars were lost, by bettors who did 
not even get a run for their money. In the 
sam way thousands of dollare have been het 
on Hermann tn the American Derby, andheis 
now anh even favorite In the advance bet- 
ting for this-race; yet there is not one turf 
follower in tem who believes Hermann has 
better than a 20 to 1 chance In thé Derby 

on the present outlook for the race. So far 

as has been learned the colt has shown lit-

Here the water near shore js 
thirty or forty feet deep and rapidly 


fronds wave andé rise and fall with undulat- 
ing movement in the current, presenting a 
beautiful ap nce against the deep blue 
water in thelr varied tints of olive green. I 
had ‘hooked a five-pound whitefith,; and was 
hauling it.in when up came a gigantic ma- 
hogany-colored object. The foam flew, the 
water boiled, and, presto! my whitefish was 
gone and my boatman was laughing. I had 
seen exactly the same thing on the St: Law- 
rence, where a black bass had dashed at the 
bait while reeling In. In.a few moments 
this was repeated, my catch again being 
taken. The boatman said it was a biatk sea 
bass, not a shark, so accepting the inevitable 
we began to fish for black sea basa with a 
stout hand line; and while I waited for a 
strike the boatman regaled me with tales 
of the fish which were not encouraging. — 

“ There was Loule Toto,”’ he said. “He 
was jerked overboard by a big one. Old 
Captain Dargo had hisi boat capsized, and 
it was towed about by the fish for two hours, 
with the old man in the bottom. Sandy Cap- 
tiva, a Venetian carpetbagger, was pulled 
overboard, but his mate held him by the legs, 
while Sandy hung on to the fish. A few 
winters ago," sald the boatman in conclusion, 
“I was fishing when a school of black sea 
bass came by, and they followed: up my 
fish with such rushes and struck the bottom 
of the boat such heavy blows that I was 
afraid they would stave it in, and’so stopped 
fishing.”’ 

| Tells of His First Catch. 

During this recital I had noticed various 
movements on the line, mysterious vibra- 
tions which I assumed were caused by the 
current which.sets strongly to the westward 
here. But suddenly the’ line began to slip 
through my fingers with a slow but positive 
motion. My boatman had hauled a long leaf 
of kelp aboard: as an -anchor, and he now 
tossed it over and moved his oars into the 
rowlocks. Over went the line, faster and 
faster, until perhaps ten feet had been taken; 
then I allowed it to come taut, and with all 
my force jerked it into the game. The re- 
sponse I must cOnfess Was a surprise. I ex- 
pected a rush and proposed to slack away, 
but I was several seconds too late, as my 
arms were both almost elbow deep in the 
water and the line rapidly leaping out of the 
boat like a snake before I recovered. In a 
moment, however, I had caught and slipped 
the line into the soull hole of the light craft, 
and we went spinning away seaward as 
though a power launch was propelling ua, 
For ten minutes I could not move the fish, 
then gained a few feet, to lose twenty witha 
rush that.almost carried the boat under 
water. The fish was towing us out to sea, 
go the boatman took the oars and rowed 
against it, at first without avail, but after 
giving and taking for half an hour I had the 
game within twenty feet of the boat and 
could see the water boiling. 

Foot by foot I gained, and finally the fish 
darted around the boat—a huge mass of 
brown and ailver—and met the gaff, to lunge 
and jerk it from the boatman’s hands, hurl- 
ing the water over us, almost capsizing the 
boat, and taking fifty feet of line. Again I 
brought it in, this time holding it while it 
beat the water furiously with its powerful 
tail. Imagine a small-mouth biack bass, six 
feet long, proportionately large, colored dark 
brown, silvery beneath, with large blue eyes, 
colossal head, but perfect bass-shaped body; 
a well proportioned fish, active to the danger 
point, as strong as a bull, and some idea can 
be formed of this giant,which now hauled our 
light craft down to the water’s edge. It was 
manifestly impossible to take it. in, so we 
towed ft to port, four miles or more—a tell- 
ing illustration of labor sweetened under the 
banner of. sport. Ite weight, if memory 
serves me right, was 347 pounds, arid at this 
time it was considered impossible to catch 
such a fish with a rod and a light.21-thread 
cuttyhunk line; yet the record fish of the 
Tuna club, which weighed 884 pounds, taken 

Mr. Franklin 8. Schenck of Brooklyn, N. 
Y., was landed in less than an hour on such 
tackle, and was doubtless the heaviest game. 
fish ever taken in any waters with the rod. . 


Pours Oil on the Water. 


Three notable catches have been made 
here; the one mentioned, that of Mr. T. 8S. 
Manning of Philadelphia, which weighed 870 
pounds, and that of Mr. F, V. Rider, which 
weighed 327 pounds, That of Mr. Manning 
was perhaps the most exciting and sensa- 
tional, as the fight was continued for several 
hours, the fish towing the boat an estimated 
eight miles. At the end of the first hour’ the 
angler found himself several mfles out to sea, 
beyond the lee of the island, and in a sea so 
rough that it was manifestly impossible to 
manage the boat without risk of foundering. 
The fish was 100 feet down and could not be 
moved in the seaway; a sulking fit had seized 
it, and boring down and slowly moving out 
to sea was the situation in the second hour. 

‘Apparently it was a question: of cutting 
away and letting the s monster go, 
and the. angler was considering this when it 
suddenly occurred to. him that. there was 
gome oil in the boat. This was slowly poured 
overboard, and soon had a marked effect. 
A great circle of smooth water formed about 
them, and thus protected from the sea the 
man at the rod plied the reel and brought the 
fish to the surface, where it made a sudden 
rush and.towed the boat a mile in shore, 
peing gaffed with no little difficulty near the 
sea lion rookery, the huge animals roaring a 
protest at the boat and its occupants. This 
fish—a splendid specimen—was finally hauled 
into the broad-beamed ‘boat and rowed. to

Bass have been caught when trolling 
or other fish, but this-is accidental,as, un- 
like the tuna, the bass is a bottom fish.

The black sea bass season varies, t mey 
be said to be at the southern Californian is- 
lands—Santa Catalina and San Clemente— 
from March to November, the active season 
being June, July, and August, at which time 
the fish come in to spawn, and they are taken 
almost dally within 100 or 200 feet of the 
rocky shore. The fish is an habitué of the 
kelp-lined rocks of the southern-Californian 
coast, and is. found even in the Gulf of Call- 
fornia, where © ns weighing 600 
pounds have, been hauled im with tackle 
especially adapted to the fish. 

That bass weighing 380 pounds can: be 
brought to gaff with a.rod seems incredible, 

et a cool and akilled angler could doubtless

That the Santa 
Catalina Island record’ of 380 pounds will be 
beaten this season is not improbable, as an 
angler landed a bass of 400 pounds last sum- 
mer. with a rod;.but he failed. to obtain full 
credit, as he was assisted by. a companion, 
the catch ‘being a joint. affair.

Feet Above Ground. 
@emeture tells the story and needs little 


The plans are based upon well established 
ecientific principles, chief among them that 
of centrifugal motion, from which the raill- 
way takes its name. Every schoolboy has 
employed this scientific discovery for his own 
amusement and the amazement of younger 
companions by swinging a pail filled with 
water and increasing the velocity until he is 
able to give the vessel any position without 
spilling the water. The same principle is ap- 
plied in a magnified form in driving a car 
around the loop in the railway without “ spill- 
ing’ the occupants. Of course a high rate 
of. must be maintained, and this is in- 
sured by the abrupt drop of forty-four feet 
in. 200 and the great weight of the car, 400 
pounds, which, with four occupants, it is be- 
lieved, will approximate 1,000 pounds. 

Otifer conditions lend sensational and spec- 
tacular features. The railway is constructed 
along the edge of the pier, and it requires no 


great stretch of the tmagination to predict — 


disastrous results in case of a slight mishap. 
Every precaution that engineering skill and 
ingenuity can devise has been employed to 
prevent the cars leaving the track. The 
trucks upon which the carriages are sup- 
ported are of special design and are care- 
fully constructed.

“Unique in Many Respects, 

In many respects the road is entirely dif- 
ferent: from any other undertaking in the 
country, and it has attracted considerable 
attention during the period of its construc- 
tion.+.

mense structure, 2,800 feet long, extending 
from the board walk into the ocean, thus 
occupying the most conspicuous position 


available in Atlantic City. The structure 


itself:is a double track road about 1,200 feet 
long, making. a half-mile run whem the 
curves, etc., are included. One end of the 
road is a trestle work, rising forty-five feet 
above the pier. This trestle forms a thirty- 
six-foot: curve, and most people would be. 
satisfied with the excitement of a whirl 
around this curvé at a high rate of speed. 
At the other’end of the road, 1,200 feet away, 
there is another rise of about twelve feet.

Great strength and rigidity is secured for 
the roadway by the form of track construc- 
tion adopted, The ties are in some places 
only three inches apart, and they are secure- 
ly fastened to a substantial foundation.

It is formed by placing two 
ordinary. rails side by side. A rail is also 
fastened along the edge of the ties.on the 
under side. for the guard wheels. The weight 
of the car rests upon the wheels running in 
the grooved track on top of the ties, except- 
ing when the car is passing around the loop 
and during a short distance on the descent 
from the elevated curve.

Passengers Get Many Jolts. 

The cars are odd looking vehicles with two 
seats for four persons, back to back. They 
are nicely upholstered, but are not provided 
with eprings, and consequently the jar sus- 
tained. by passengers is severe.

Many interesting problems were met by. 
the engineers, especially in laying out the 
loop and the angle of the road on the trestle. 
It was necessary to provide sufficient speed 
in the descent to send the car around the 
loop fast. enough to ensure the safety of the 
occupants, and. at the same time guard 
against the life of the structure to 
putting too great a strain uponit. Then, too, 
the loop had to be. constructed so that in 
coming down the car would regain enough 
speed to shoot it down a level track 1,000 
feet to the end of the plier, and mount the 
elevation theré, which in turn was to send it 
back to the starting point. The engineers 
claim that the preliminary tests have shown 
that their figures were correct. |.
